Wiiat of Pennsylvania? 


The Democratic press, both Nortb 


and South, is saying a great many things 
discreditable to tbe state of Pennsylvania 
since tin state Has given a majority o; 
183,000 against the Wilson bill and the 
Democratic party. 
This is eminently 


unjaet. The record of Pennsylvania has 
beaa very fair ever since it engaged with 
its sister colonies in the revolt against 
taa rule of George the Third. Pennsyl- 
vania has always been able to do its own 
tbmking, and there has ntver bean a 
time in its history when it did not think 
pretty hard against the humbug theories 
p' the Democratic party; and, of course, 
is not held in very high esteem by that 
parly. But notwithstanding her politi- 
cal enemies, within and without, she has 
managed to gat along much better than 
some other states controlled by Demo- 
cratic leaders and a Demoaratio oonstit- 
uenoy, 


Pennsylvania has had no better oppor- 


tunities than Virginia. 
Pennsylvania 


spewed out the .state sovereignty idea, 
while Virginia took it into her political 
stomach. 
Pennsylvania accepted the 


idea of protection fiom tbe beginning, 
and took advantage of the conditions it 
oftVred 
to difersify 
her 
industries. 


Virginia rejected protection upon theo- 
retical grounds and never diversified her 
mdnstries. The result is that while 
each state has the same number of acres 
oflandundw: cultivation, the Pennsyl- 
vania farmer's land is worth, on an 
average W9.80 per acre, because they 
have consumers near their farms 
The 


Virginia farmer's land is only worth 
810.80 an acre, on an avenge, because 
they have refused to profit by the con- 
ditions of protection and do not have the 
oocsumers near their farms. 
Virginia, 


yoked to the ox of Democracy, has booked' 
herself ontof «39 on every acre of land 
in the state in addition to the value of 
the industries she might have had were 
she less theoretical and contentions. 


Alabama, Arkansas, Sooth Carolina 


North Carolina Hnd Georgia are also 
states that like Virginia have abundant 
natural advantages, but have made son-. 
tinnons war on protection to American 
industries and have refused to profit by 
the conditions created by a protective 
tariff, and the result is that th« average 
vslae of farm lands per acre in those 
stateo are respectively 84.19, «6.16, $5.10, 
«667 and «430-total, 825.82-ao that 
one acre of Pennsylvania land, carved 
out of the forest by the sweat of the 
white man's brow, is worth twice as much 
as flee acres of land, one acre taken from 
each of the five states named.' 


Pennsylvania has attended to business, 


has improved its farms and buUt facto- 
ries to consume the products of its 
farms,and has bacome rich and important; 
whilethe other states named havefollowed 
the delusions of the Democratic party, 
played politics the year round and have 
become poor. Having fallen behind in 
the rao», through their own conduct, 
these southern states want to tear down 
the industries of Pennsylvania, as well ai 
those of the other cothe-n states, by 
cramming down their throats a free-trade 
tariff; and because Pennsylvania objects 
and kick* Democracy crizy, to the tune of 
185,000 majority, ehe ia abused by those 
peopte who have failed to Uk« cue of 
themwlvn. 


The Deoatnr Bevtew,*tt*T the election 


of 1892 resulted m putting the Demo- 
cratic party in power, said that now ths 
south "could prosper with the north.

When tha states of cheap farm* that MM 
now trying to inflict upon tha country 
an infamous tariff bill, by tbe aid of 
northern Dtmoorate who prefer their 
party to baeineac prosperity, were trjing 
to go out of the Union, Pennsylvania 
aent 366328 young men from the work- 
shops and farms to keep them in tb 
Union they now profess to love so pae 
sionately. It they love the Union as 
they profess to love it, they ought to 
applaud Pennsylvania,, rather than curs 
it, for again knocking their cause silly 
Pennsylvania was right on tbe question 
involved in the war, which the Sontl 
now admits, and Pennsylvania was jna 
as right when she gave a majority o 
185,000 a few days ago, against the infa 
mouH and illogical Wilson tariff bill 
Cursing Pennsylvania will never make 
the South prosperous, or fit the Demc- 
oratio party to make proper laws for the 
nation
